City Council continues investigation of insurance alternatives 


In a report to the Sierra Madre City Council 
Tuesday evening, Mayor Pro Tern Lisa Fowler 
proved that there are other options for the liability 
insurance problem Sierra Madre and many of its 
sister cities face. 

Tbe Coachella Valley Joint Powers Insurance 
Agreement as well as the Independent Cities Risk 
Management Authority are both developing pro¬ 
grams to meet the needs of cities regarding self- 
insurance pools. The League of California Cities 
is exploring ways, as well, to assist cities in this 
present insurance crisis, Fowler reported. 

“We have viable alternatives,” she explained- 
to the council who recently found themselves in 
a partial self-insurance category. 

To prove their concern, the City Council 
unanimously passed Resolution 86-5 that endorses 
the “Fair Responsibility Act of 1986,” The initia¬ 
tive measure that, according to the resolution, 
would “give the voters of California an opportunity 
to reform the inequities and injustices of the ‘Deep 
Pocket Doctrine’ by holding liability lawsuit de¬ 
fendants financially liable in closer proportion to 


their degree of fault.” 

Although Sierra Madre Fire Chief Roger Keith 
pushed hard toward getting an ordinance in the 
works to designate the local fire department as 
the responsible agency for implementation ol haz¬ 
ardous wastes, the council hung back to await 
further instructions from City Attorney Charles 
Martin coneerning liability that could befall the 
city. 

At the present time, Los Angeles County 
Fire Department is responsible for any possible 
waste management within Sierra Madre. 

Councilman Roy Buehan said, “Enlorccment 
is a big job. Wouldn’t you rather sec the county 
do this? Wouldn’t the county keep good records 
(of which business within the city limits has haz¬ 
ardous materials on site) and still maintain 
properly?” 

Mayor Charles Corp said no action could be 
taken without consulting the city attorney. “We 
have no ides of our risk.” 

More discussion will take place at the ad¬ 
journed meeting Feb. 3 at 6 p.m.

David May appeared for the Chamber of Com- 
meree, requesting funds from the Community Re¬ 
development Agency to complete the band shell, a 
community project begun by the chamber about 
nine months ago. The chamber has completed 
several fund-raising projects and at this point has 
just over half the money needed — a little over 
$5000. 

The city band shell, originally located in 
Memorial Park, was blown down two years ago 
this month in a Santa Ana wind storm and it has 
never been relocated. 

May explaiiied that the chamber would be re¬ 
sponsible for seeing that all the labor was com¬ 
pleted and that then the shell would become city 
property. 

Both Mayor Corp and Councilman Tom Ed¬ 
wards implied that if Sierra Madre citizens only 


gave $50(X) toward the project, perhaps that means 
the city really does not care if there is a band shell. 

The council put this idea to rest until the 
adjourned meeting Monday, Feb. 3. 

Frank Goss won approval for his idea of con¬ 
structing a sidewalk peninsula at the curve of Bald¬ 
win and Kersting Court to slow down traffic 
and give pedestrians a chance to cross the street. 
The council voted to send the project to the Police 
Department for approval and proceed with the 
project. 

Kodiak Construction did not fare so well. 
Although several neighbors of the company located 
at 24 Park Ave. had their arguments ready for 
the council, they had no chance to speak up since 
the council swiftly voted for abatement of the al¬ 
leged nuisance which, in fact, calls for a removal 
of the home occupation business. 


Groundhog Society goes 
underground for 1986 


Since Ground Hog Day — Feb. 2 — is on 
Sunday this year, the Sierra Madre Groundhog So¬ 
ciety will abandon its traditional breakfast cele¬ 
bration. Instead, the society will meet next Satur¬ 
day evening — Groundhog Day Eve — to select 
the 1986 king and queen. 

Founded by Hank and Mattie Kirk in 1983, 
the society meets each year to celebrate the fact 
that Sierra Madre is the weather capital of the world, 
not Punxsutawney, Pa., the neck of the woods 
from which the Kirks hail. 

“It’s a big deal back in Pennsylvania, com¬ 
plete with top hats and TV cameras. If Punxsu¬ 
tawney Phil sees his shadow, he will disappear 
into his hole an°d there will be six more weeks 
of winter,” says Kirk. 

The origin of the groundhog legend is based 
on an old Scotch couplet: “If Candlemas Day 
is bright and clear, there’ll be two winters this 
year.” 

The legend was picked up by the Germans 
who settled Pennsylvania, and who found ground¬ 
hogs in profusion in many parts of the state. 
Diffieult to trap, the groundhog was seen as a 
most “intelligent and sensible animal” who often 
came out of his hole about Feb. 2. 

Records show that the “Punxsutawney Ground¬ 
hog Club” was founded in 1886, 100 years ago 


this year. The Sierra Madre Society is one of 
hundreds of such groups which keeps the tradition 
going. 

Previous Sierra Madre groundhog kings and 
queens have included Ross and Jayne Tyree (1983), 
who were recognized for their successful fight to 
keep the fire horn from being attached to the 
historic bell tower in Kersting Court; Rudy Hart¬ 
man and Gertrude Gerke (1984) for their commu¬ 
nity service; and Hugh and the late Veronica 
Warden (1985) for their acting careers and con¬ 
tributions to the community. 

Each of the previous celebrations has been 
characterized by lots of fun and merriment. “The 
Sierra Madre Groundhog Society is definitely not 
for folks who take themselves too seriously,” says 
Judy Webb, charter member. 

Charter members Bruce and Joan Crow like the 
idea of “sleeping in for a change, rather than 
getting up early to check in on the groundhog.” 

When asked how Sierra Madreans can partici¬ 
pate in this year’s gala groundhog acitivities. 
President Kirk says everyone can join in a “si¬ 
lent vigil” the night before Groundhog Day and 
“sleep soundly, knowing that they live in the true 
weather capital of the world.”

Litter not 

Litter — a problem that needs sol¬ 
ving. 

Maintenance crews of the California 
Department of Transportation picked up 
more than 155,000 cubic yards of litter 
from California roadsides last year. 

The cost of picking up the trash was 
$10 million and kept more than 600 per¬ 
sons working full-time all year. That is 
enough people to fill more than 6 million 
potholes. 

Hauling 155,000 cubic yards of trash 
away would require a continuous line of 
dump trucks stretching from Los Angeles 
to San Diego. 

What is all this litter? Mostly ham¬ 
burger wrappers and beer cans. But it’s 
also trash that spills off trucks such as 
ladders, large pieces of wood and metal, 
barrels of paint. 

A recent poll from Caltrans turned up 
a wild boar’s head, a 5-ft. tall paper 
mache rhinoceros, packages of illegal 
narcotics, upper dentures, millions of IBM 
punch cards, sides of beef, a sailboat 
mast, live cattle, a human finger, a whole 
VW, and much, much more. 

Also dealt with were human victims 
of murders, suicides and drug overdoses. 

Most of the litter, however, is not 
valuable. It’s )ust]unk. 

Why do Californians litter so much? 
Jack Cropper, chief of the maintenance 
division of Caltrans, doesn’t know. 

There are thousands of probationers, 
criminal trustees and drunk drivers who 
get to work off sentences by picking up 
roadway litter. Since the program started 
about 2% years ago, the state has saved 
more than $20 million by having these 
workers assist Caltrans. They pick up 
about Vi of the litter. 

Of course, there’s the tragic side, too. 
Twenty Caltrans workers were killed since 
1970 while picking up highway litter. 

Caltrans asks that Californians pay a 
little attention to where trash Is placed.

I was told the follow¬ 
ing information: There 
are 7 patrolmen. 4 sgts.,

employees. The average 
salary is $24,000 per 
year. Out of 47 cities 
in the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley, Sierra Madre is 47th 
down the list of police 
department wages. For a 
proud city, I find that 
disgraceful. 

I was 

told the requested raise 
was 9-10%. Using the 
above figures with a me¬ 
dian 8% raise, a very 
simple formula shows 
the following: average 
salary of $24,000 x an 
8% raise, equals $1920 
times 16 employees, 
equals a total of $30,720, 
divided by the popula¬ 
tion of Sierra Madre 
(10,762 residents), equals 
a cost per year, per res¬ 
ident of $2.85. That, to 
me, is a small price to 
pay for the police pro¬ 
tection we enjoy.

Ihe 6<K)0 sq. ft. Victorian ranch house has been 
undernoing major resloralion by ihe Jiidsons since 
they became owners seven years ago. It has been 
used olieii for TV and movie making with the most 
recent filming being some interior shots for the 
••North and Smith" I V mini-series. 

Hiiill in I8H2 by James I cnimorc Crank, rail 
toad man and capilalisi, it is in the same time 
flame with "Caricrhia” built here in 1882 by Siena 
Madre founder Nathaniel Carter. "Carterhia" now 
gone, once stood on a promontory above ( aiiet 
Avc. 

Crank was instrumental in bringing the In si 
railroad to Pasadena. Ibis traiti between l.os Angeles 
and Pasadena was ready for public trallic on Sept. 
16. 1885 and is considered a milestone in the city’s 
history. Me also bought land in Monrovia and along 
with William Monroe and others, founded the town 
of Momovia. Both Pasadetia and Monrovia arc 
..clehiating centennials this year ol their iucorpoia- 
tion as cities. 

Ihe lair Oaks Ranch, incidentally, figures 
very much in the founding of Pasadena. Ihis home 
is the second house to be built on the site. Ihe 
original one, which stands today on Oakwood Ave¬ 
nue in Altadcna, was moved by Crank to build 


this larger house. One time that original home was 
owned by Judge Benjamin S. Eaton, who was 
acting then as a salesman for the Rancho San 
Pasipial property Imated to the west of his home. 

Ill V-ptember 187.3. l-.aton met Daniel Berry, 
who was in California as a land scout for an 
eastern group known as "The (.alifornia Company 
ot Indians." Berry’s mission was to purchase land 
here for no more than $5 an acre, so that these 
IHople could settle in California and say "goodbye” 
to the severe eastern winters. Berry had found 
drawbacks on other properties he had investigated 
III California, but was most impressed with San 
Pasqiial. 

Berry accepted Eaton’s invitation to spend the 
night at his Pair Oaks home to further consider 
the purchase. Ihat was the clincher. Berry suffered 
from asthma. Going to bed at night meant he was 
soon sitting up in a chair because he could not 
breathe lying down. However, on this night he slept 
gloriously all night — the first time in three years — 
and Berry was convinced. In spite ol the $10 per 
acre price, negotiations began for the sale and for 
the start of the city of Pasadena. 

One might say then that a case of asthma 
detei mined the future ol Pasadena. 

I his present Crank-judson house has had ex- * 
tensive remodeling over the years but remains a 
magnificent period home. Although it is out-of- 
town for the Sierra Madre group, it is only a 10- 
minute drive away and the Preservation Society 
urges you to attend. Ihe house has two addresses, 
2186 Crary or 2185 Layton. Parking can be on 
cither street. 



For Crary, go north on Altadena Drive and 
make a left on Crary, which is two blocks above 
Washington Blvd. Grand Oaks is the nearest cross 
street on Crary. Past Grand Oaks, you will see the 
iron entrance gates to the rear of the property. 

For Layton, go west on New York Drive to 
Pepper Drive. Make a left on Pepper (south) to 
l.ayton, then turn left on Layton which dead ends 
into the front entrance.

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St- Rita School celebrates 64th anniversaiy 


On Sunday, Feb. 2, St. Rita’s School will 
celebrate a doubleheader: their 64th anniversary 
and Catholic Schools’ Week. They plan a special 
Mass at St. Rita’s Church on N. Baldwin with a 
reception at O’Malley Hall following for all grad¬ 
uates of the school. 

Teacher Terri Klier told The News that alumni 
from as far back as 1923 have responded and the 
“overall response and enthusiasm has been tre¬ 
mendous. It is obvious that St. Rita’s School has 
played a major part in the lives of many people.’’ 

For the reunion, the Student Council will be 
giving tours of the campus, showing the many 
changes such as modern libraries, computer rooms 
and special resource rooms. 

Anyone who attended St. Rita’s School and 
would like to come to the reunion should contact 
Terri Klier (355-7403), Sister Patrice (357-8078) 
or the school office (355-6114). 

St. Rita’s School was founded in 1922, 14 
years after the parish was established. To meet the 
need for school facilities, a four-room building was 
staffed on a temporary basis by the Sisters of Lo- 
retto, September, 1923 - June, 1924. 

The Sisters of St. Joseph from Brighton, Mass., 
were there from September, 1924, until 1936. The

Sisters of the Presentation of Mary were there until 
1942. It was then that the Sisters of St. Francis 
of Penance and Christian Charity began staffing the 
school. They continued until June, 1979. 

In 1942, the school enrollment reached 114 
children in eight classrooms. 

In 1952, a two-story building, with space for an 
office, a library (now the business office), and four 
classrooms, was built on E. Alegria, just north 
and adjacent to the Baldwin Ave. original school 
building. Another eight-room building was added in 
September, 1%2, on the west side of Baldwin Ave. 
between the Avenues of Alegria and Olive. By 1967, 
the school enrollent reached 610 children in 16 
classrooms for Grades 1 - 8. 

In 1972, an Archdiocesan plan for the gradual 
phasing out of one class was implemented. By Sep¬ 
tember, 1979, all eight grades had been reduced in 
number to one class. 

In September, 1979, a Kindergarten was es¬ 
tablished and after two successful years, two ses¬ 
sions became a part of the school. 

The original school building, built in 1922, was 
renovated and remodeled during 1981-82.

American Medical AssrKiaiion in 1958 and accept¬ 
ance by rcli|tio(is groups, says Or. John Burlison of 
Sierra Madre, hypiioiherapisi and graduate ssiih a 
OiK'toraie degree from the American Institute in 
Hypnotherapy in Santa Ana. 

I his is the age when people are able to resolve 
their problems internally with the help of an ac¬ 
credited hypnotherapist, Burlison says. "We unltK-k 
the hidden dcHir to the past and help people discover 
and solve their problems. I enjoy helping people, 
l-.very day I see transformations of personal fulfill¬ 
ment. It is wonderful to watch the change in people 
who have smoked or been overweight for 40 years. 

I help people to help themselves.” 

The subconscious mind is the seat of emotion, 
he says. We can resolve problems intertially. 

"I help the person get iti touch with what’s 
wrong. Hypnosis is not being controlled, brainwash¬ 
ing. or mind control, and it has nothing to do with 
the suiH’rnatuial.” Burlisoti explains. "You don’t 
do anythitig you don’t want to do. You hear every¬ 
thing; you are totally aware and you are not asleep.” 

Of course it has nothing to do with devil wor¬ 
ship, Satan and it is nothing spiritual, he adds. 

Does he cast a spell? Of course not. The person 
who is hypnotized learns to control himself or her¬ 
self. Hypnotherapy is all based on the power of the 
subconscious. 

Does he use props of any kind? No, he does 
not use watches, spirals, crystals, magtiets. 

He docs, however, use music piped into head¬ 
phones to keep distractions such as traffic noise out. 
His voice can be heard above the music. 

He uses the progressive relaxation tool, Irom 
the top of the head to the toes. From that process, 
when you arc physiologically relaxed, your subcon¬ 
scious mind is more willing to accept suggestions that 
help you, he says. You go right into the Alpha stale. 

"Actually, we hypnotize ourselves twice a day. 
when we’re drifting off to sleep and when we wake. 
Sometimes when you’re watching television, you 
‘zone out,’ also. You hear the voice on television, 
but you don’t hear it.” 
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Dr. John Burlison In a relaxation session with his wife, Melissa. 


Hypnosis only works as well as the person is 
willing and motivated for it to work, the Ph.D. 
says. He often uses the age regression technique — 
returning a person to his or her childhood and 
developing stories to investigate the problems. 

"In a way. I crawl into their minds and ex¬ 
perience what they do. We go through guided 
imagery together It is never loo late to have a 
happy childhood.”

The Juvenile JuMice Connection project found¬ 
ed in 1980 in the San lernando Valley, Mrrvcs av ^ 
a connector between the juvenile justice system. , 
community service agencies and delinquent youth; , 
services range from alcohol treatment to emergency , 
housing, free dental work. More than l(X)0 pro- | 

grams are available for referral. 

In Pasadena, the Juvenile Justice crMirdinaiing 
tommiiiee was started by Michael l.iiidsay, who 
IS the director of the l oolhill area probation office. 
Probation officers, judges, commissioners, D.A.s, 
public defenders, law enforcement officers and in- 
leresled public, meet once a month to discuss 
impending legislation, cases. 

Two model Juvenile Justice centers are in place. 
North I:asi Juvenile Justice Center on Eastlake 
Ave., I A. and David Kenyon Juvenile Justice Center 
111 Watts. At these centers, all pieces of the system 
are located in the same building. Case management 
and coorditiatioii are simplified. Everyone involved 
in the case can sit down and discuss it. Ihc center 
is very accessible to the community it serves. We 
visited the I). Kenyon Center. 

A panel meets every morning to review arrest 
reports of minors picked up the previous evening. 
Representatives from school, sheriff’s department, 
police department, probation and a resource “ex¬ 
pert" from the community pool their information. 

Opinions on major strengths and weaknesses ol 
the Juvenile Court System are among those who 
work within it. The main concensus: the court 
system is overloaded, facilities overcrowded. Jud¬ 
ges, commissioners and probation ollicers are over¬ 
worked. 

1 would like to conclude with some remarks by 
Carl Terwilliger, Deputy Director, E.A. County 
Probation Dept. 

“The juvenile justice system has to be seen as 
a sub-system of our society. Its subjects arc young 
people so alienated from society, that they lash out 
against it. Its agents are police, probation officers, 
judges and attorneys. Its purposes are to protect 
us from the bad things some young people do and 
to stop them from continuing to do bad things. 

“It is not very realistic to expect that these pur¬ 
poses will be constantly realized by this juvenile 
justice sub system. By the time young people be¬ 
come its subjects, other institutions ot society 
parents, schools, churches, neighborhoods, and 
conuminities — have already failed in their social-

izing efforts, and the agents of the sub-system are 
only ordinary mortals with no magical curative 
powers. 

ikeause of the only limited successes, there are 
constant demands to improve the sub-system’s ef¬ 
fectiveness through modifying law, imposing har¬ 
sher penalties, or using new methods of changing 
behavior. Although such efforts must be pursued, 
there should be no illusions regarding the mag- 
ni"t'k of their potential impact upon the incidence 
of juvenile crime. The roots of most juvenile crime 
lie deep in a social order which allows so many 
children to be born into circumstances of poverty, 
neglect, abuse and despair; provides them with little 
opportunity to develop feelings of sensitivity and 
compassion for others; and gives them precious little 
reason to think that being good leads to a better 
life than does being bad. 

“We are confronted, therefore, with a basic 
and critical decision on what our values really are. 
We say that we cherish every child and that our 
youth are the hope of the future, but there is a 
vast discrepancy between these professed values and 
allocation of our national and local resources. 

“If we can acknowledge this fact and if we 
care enough, we can then begin the long and 
difficult task of strengthening our primary child- 
nurturing institutions. While this is going on, the 
juvenile justice sub-system must also be strengthen¬ 
ed to conduct its protective and restorative func¬ 
tions, but the goal of a good and caring society 
must be to put that sub-system, the very existence 
of which is an admission of failure elsewhere, sub¬ 
stantially out of business.”
